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THIETY-SIXTH ANNUAL EEPOET OP THE BOARD OP 
MANAGERS. 

Por the Year Ending April 30, 1909. 

The Board of Managers of the Harrisbnrg Hospital submit 
their Thirty-sixth Annual Report to the Contributors. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Contributors on May 4, 1908, 
the Members of the Board and the Treasurer then in ofl&ce were 
re-elected. Subsequently the Board organized by re-electing 
the former ofl&cers, viz. : President, Mr. Henry B. McCormick ; 
Vice-President, Mr. James M. Cameron, and Secretary, James 
M. Lamberton, Esq. 

The Advisory Board, the Staff, three Resident Physicians, the 
Superintendent and the Clerk were elected, and the Pinance, 
the Medical and the House Oommi<ttees were re-appointed. (See 
pages 4, 5 and 6.) 

February 22, 1909, the resignation of J. Howard Rahter, M. 
D., one of the Resident Physicians, was accepted owing to the 
severe illness of his father, Charles A. Rahter, M.D. 

March 29, 1909, Charles S. Rebuck, M.D., was elected As- 
sistant Physician in the Eye and in the Ear, Nose and Throat 
Departm-ents of the Dispensary Department^ and George B. 
StuU, M.D., was elected Electro-Therapeutist in succession to 
Dr. Rebuck. 

It has been found convenient to divide the Dispensary Depart- 
ment into two divisions : the Eye, and (the Ear, Nose and Throat 
Departments. 

The most important improvement of the year was the installa- 
tion last Summer of a modem and up-to-date X-ray apparatus. 
After careful consideration, the Snook Roentgen apparatus was 
selected, consisting of a two-Kilowatt motor generator, operated 
by a 110 volt direct current; a high tension coil imbedded in oil; 
and a mechanism which eliminates the reverse current and de- 
livers uni-directional high voltage current, suitable for 
the operation of X-ray tubes. The accessories include a 
Snook X-ray table, a tube-holder by which ithe tube may be 
placed in any position without disturbing the patient; a quarter- 
inch lead screen to protect the operator; two lead glass tube- 
holders and diaphragms; and a Mackenzie-Davidson localizer. 
The cost of this improvement (about eight hundred dollars), was,

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with the approval of the Executors of the Haldeman-Haly Es- 
tate (Messrs. Eobert Snodgrass, Levi B. Alricks and Haldeman 
O'Connor), defrayed from the income of the fund for the main- 
tenance of the Haldeman-Haly Operating Room. 

A revised set of rules for the duti-es of fiie Eesident Physicians 
was adopted; and it is intended, if posisible, in making future 
elections of Eesident Physicians to have two of them take up 
their duties on July first, as usual heretofore, but to have the 
third one begin his duties September first, to remain until the 
following September first, so that when the two new Eesident 
Physicians hegin their duties on July first, they will have serving 
with them a Resident Physician who is thoroughly familiar 
vrith their duties. 

Owing to the increased cost of supplies, the rate per diem for 
pay patients in the wards has been fixed at $1.40, after July 
first. 

The Staff of the Hospital co-operate with the Visiting N'urses' 
Ajssociation, the Associated Charities of Harrisburg and the 
State Tuberculosis Dispensary, and refer free cases which have 
been discharged from the wards or the Dispensary, or who are 
still in the Dispensary, giving to 'the patients, or sending to the 
organizations named, cards stating, under the signature of the 
member of the Staff, the needs of &e patients. 

The Harrisburg Hospital Training School for Nuirses has 
continued its efficient work; it is expected that six nurses will 
be graduated at the Commencement on May 27th. The report 
of the School will be printed with this report. 

Your Board when asked to prosient to the Board of Public 
Charities for its' approval, a statement of the amount desired 
from the State for maintenance and other needs, asked for the 
following : 

For the construction of a concrete coal vault, . . $2,500 00 

For the installation of a cold storage equipment, 1,500 00 
For the purchase of adjoining properties at 

comer of Mulberry and River sfa-eets, 9,500 00 

For maintenance for two years, 40,000 00 

Total, ,. . $53,500 00 

The Board of Public Charities recommended for maintenance 
$35,000.00 and for a coal vault $1,250.00. While your Board 
felt that the other sums asked for should have been approved, as 
very necessary for the economical administration of the work of 
the Hospital and for future needs, they decided to ask the Leg- 
islature for no more at this time than tiie amounts recommended 
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by the Board of Public Charitiee^ and a bill appropriating those 
amonntfi was introduced^ and has passed the Legislature^ and is 
now in the hands of the Grovemor. 

With regard to the legacy of the late William A. Kelker, of 
which mention was made in the last Annual Beport^ your Boards 
is advised by counsel of the executor that, if ithe will is sustained 
by the Courts^ the amount coming to the Hospital may be in 
the neighborhood of five or six thousand dollars. 

During the past year, four of the Corporate Contributors 
have entered into rest: Mrs. William P. Denehey, who was active 
in the work of the Women's Aid Society of the Hospital from 
the time of its organization in 1888, until her death, April 10, 
1909, having served faithfully as its President from 1900 until 
1906, and as a Vice-President from 1895 until 1900, and from 
1906 until her death; William T. Hildrup, Sr., who died Jan- 
uary 21, 1909 ; Mrs. John Hoffer, who died February 10, 1909, 
and William H. Spooner, who died March 4, 1909. 

The Board make record, with sincere sorrow, of the loss sus- 
tained by the Hospital in the untimely death of Mrs. Denehey. 

It is a matter of regret that during the year no one has qual- 
ified as a Corporate Contributor (by the contribution of at least 
thirty dollars). 

For the continued great assistance of the Women's Aid So- 
ciety of the Hospital, the Board wish to renew the expression 
of their full appreciation and to extend their grateful thanks: 
the Society is most helpful in many ways, both directly and in- 
directly; one way may be specially noted, the work of its Flower 
Guild. The reports of the Society and of the Guild will be 
printed with this report 

Contributions in money for the Hospital should be sent to the 
Treasurer, Mr. William L. Qorgas, Cashier of the Harrisburg 
National Bank, Market Square. 

The work of the Hospital is shown in the usual full and de- 
tailed reports of the Staff, who, with the Eesident Physicians, 
the Superintendent, and the nurses, both graduate and pupil, 
have the hearty thanks of the Board for their excellent and ef- 
fective work in relieving suffering humanity. 

The nimiber of patients admitted to the Hospital, as well as 
the number of those who have been treated in the Dispensary 
during the year just closed, was greater than in any previous 
year in the Hospital's history. 

The Board wish to thank both those who have made contribu- 
tions of money, and those also who have in any way assisted in 
the work, mention being made especially of ttie business men 
and corporations who have made discounts upon bills for pur-

chases made for the Hospital, not included in -the usual con- 
tracts, the publishers and the editors of the City papers, the 
generous-hearted children of our public schools, and those good 
people of Harrisburg and of the surrounding towns who made 
very bountiful donations at Thanksgiving Day and at other 
times. 

The services at the Hospital on Sunday evenings have been 
continued, and the thanks of the Board are extended to those 
who have assisted in arranging for the same.

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TWENTY-FIEST ANNUAL REPORT. 

A review of the work of the Woman^s Aid Society during the 
twenty-first year of its existence shows a continuance of valuable 
and effective service to the Harrisburg Hospital. 

Membership. 

This Society now numbers 266 members, 22 of whom are new 
members this year. Since our last Annual Meeting, six of our 
members have passed away, Mrs. Matthew B. Cowden, Mrs. Dan- 
iel C. Maurer, Mrs. David Fleming, Mrs. George R. Fleming, 
Mrs. John Hoffer and Mrs. Amos W. Young, and we deeply 
lament their loss. 

Meetings. 

Regular monthly meetings have been held during the past 
year with an average attendance of 14. 

Salaries Paid and Purchases Made, 

The salary of the Superintendent was, as has been our cus- 
tom, paid by this Society. We have purchased kitchen and laun- 
dry supplies and utensils, household linen, and have, with the aid 
of $100 from Miss Anne McCormick, paid for the painting of the 
third floor of the new building of the Hospital. 

Industrial Gifts. 

The Hospital has received many gifts from members of the 
Women's Aid Society and from its friends. 

During the past year and for many years Mrs. E. D. Douglas, 
of Ogontz, has sent us $25. Miss Pollock's and Mr. James A. 
Stranahan's Bible classes have each sent $5. 

Miss Stuart remembered the Hospital with flowers from the 
Executive Mansion, and at the time of the opening of the Leg- 
islature, Senators Vare, Wolf and McConnell sent a number 
of beautiful floral designs, which were a great delight to the 
patients. 

The Harrisburg Planing Mill has donated $25 worth of lum- 
ber; and five children, Eleanor Clark, Mary E. Whitmer, Mildred 
Buttorff, Lillian J. Miller and Virginia King, presented a clock 
to the Children's Ward. 

In July, the Governor's Troop sent groceries and other sup- 
plies. 

Mr. Albert B. Dietrich, as has been his custom for years, sent 
a gallon of ice cream each week, and his successor, Mr. F. H. 
Hoy, Jr., is continuing this practice. 
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Mr. Lewis Stober cuts the grass around the Hospital free of 
charge, which is a substantial service to the neatness and beauty 
of the buildings. 

Mr. William M. Hamer ©ends frequent donations of meats, 
and Mr. Charles Hoak, of milk. Mr. A. Eeeder Ferriday presents 
all the filing boxes which are used in keeping the nurses^ charts. 

All of these gifts, as well as many which have not been speci- 
fied, have added to the comfort and convenience of the Hospital. 

Thanksgiving and Christmas, 

N'ever before in the history of the Hospital have so many and 
such useful things been sent us as at the Thanksgiving dona- 
tion. 

Groceries, poultry, fruit, vegetables, household linen were sent 
in generous quantities from Harrisburg, Hummelstown, Steelton, 
Derry Church, Linglestown, Penbrook, Dillsburg, Eose Garden, 
Silver Spring Church, Lisbum, Paxtang and Bowmansdale. 

Money was sent from the Ladies^ Jewish Circle, the High and 
Technical Schools, from Churches in Harrisburg and in the sur- 
rounding towns. 

The Flower Guild decorated the Hospital at Christmastide 
with holly and Christmas evergreens. Many Christmas gifts 
were sent to the Hospital, and from Middletown a large donation 
came insitead of the usual one at Thanksgiving. 

Dinners of turkey, oysters and ice cream were served to the 
household on Christmas and Thanksgiving days. 

Four crates of eggs were sent at Easter time by the children 
of the public schook, and seventeen and one-half dozens were 
brought by special messenger from the Paxtang schools. 

WorTe of Ouilds. 

The contribution from the Harrisburg Branch of the Needle- 
work Guild came in November, and consisted of 576 useful arti- 
cles of clothing and household linen. The work of the Flower 
Guild has been conscientiously continued, and is both beautiful 
and useful in its services. 

The Guild furnishes the Hospital with jellies, books and mag- 
azines, decorates it with flowers, and during the past year it has 
added a permanent library consisting of 300 books. 

Miss Clara M. Swank has been superintendent of the Hospital 
since March, 1908, and her administration of its affairs has been 
most satisfactory in every respect. 

Miss Mary A. Lindsley, a graduate of Pratt Institute, who 
was secured as housekeeper during the past year, is proving very 
efficient. 
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There are now in the Training School 23 pupil nurses. These 
with the Superintendent and 3 graduate nuises^ form the nursing 
staff of the Hospital. In April of last year, 3 nurses completed 
their courses of training and hecame graduaites of the Harris- 
burg Hospital Training School for Nurses. 

The weekly prayer meetings, conducted by the Y. M. C. A. 
for so many years, have been held every Sunday evening during 
the past year. 

Our thanks are sincerely given to the public press for many 
kindnesses in printing notices of our meetings and our reports.

SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR ENDING 
MARCH 23, 1909. 



Just six years ago our Flower Guild was organized with a 
meimbership of eight, and it is most encouraging when we know 
that our Guild is a permanent organization, and that our mem- 
bership has increased twenty-fold. 
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At the Annual Meeting, held at the Hospital on March 23, 
1908, Mies Ethel K. Calder was elected President; she succeeded 
Mrs. Geo. B. Kunkel, who served for two years. Miss Anne Mc- 
Cormick was elected First Vice-President and Miss Edith Clute 
Second Vice-President. Mrs. John E. Fox, was re-elected for a 
second term as Secretary and Mrs. Bobert H. Irons very kindly 
consented to act as our Treasurer, a very laborious and trying 
oflSce to hold. She succeeded Mrs. John J. Moflfttt, who so faith- 
fully served for three years. Mrs. William S. Eutherford, Mrs. 
Geo. B. Kunkel, Miss Margaretta Eutherford and Miss Helen 
E. Calder, together with Miss Mary Heister, Chairman of the 
Flower Committee, Miss Martha Cox, Chairman of the Preserve 
Committee, Mrs. John B. McAlisiter, Chairman of the Book and 
Magazine Committee and the Ofl&cers of the Flower Guild, com- 
posed our Executive Committee. 

We have just the same number of active members as we had 
last year, 166. Six of our members have moved away, and two 
have resigned, consequently we have only gotten eight new mem- 
bers. Let us hope that our membership will increase greatly this 
next year, and we are sure it will, if we do our best. Think 
what a large number we would have to do this beautiful work, 
if we would each promise ourselves to get just one new member. 
We have 47 honorary members, two of our most interested ones 
being taken from us, Mrs. David Fleming and Mrs. Geo. E. 
Fleming. One of our most faithful active members has died. 
Miss E^ Moyer and we feel her loss. 

We have helped the Hospital in many small ways this past 
year, nothing very great, but everything has been done in the 
right spirit. 

In April, a tea was given at (the home of our President. Each 
member was expected to bring a book which was for the Hospital 
library. The Hospital has been kept supplied with magazines 
and periodicals. During the year, we have established a library 
of about three hundred books, which are at the disposal of the 
patients. We have been assured that the books have been freely 
used and greatly enjoyed. Mrs. McAlister, Chairman of this 
Committee, appeals for contributions of books and magazines. 

The Hospital has also been kept well supplied with preserves. 
Through this Committee, with Miss Martha Cox, as Chairman, 
305 glasses have been collected, and more have been promised. 
She has been helped by Miss Margaretta Eutherford, Miss Helen 
Leib and Miss Mary Heister, and Mrs. Eoy Cox very kindly 
loaned her automobile to do the collecting. At Thanksgiving 
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time, a very generous amount of preserves was sent by the dif- 
ferent churches of Marysville, through Miss Eobinson, for which 
A note of thanks was sent to her. The ladies of the churches of 
Dauphin sent about 50 glasses of preserves. 

In the early spring, barberry bushes were planted, also sod 
wherever it was needed, and Mr. Mulf ord kindly offered to per- 
sonally look after this work and arrange it in the most effective 
way. At the time of the Nurses' Commencement, we sent each 
graduate a bunch of American Beauty roses, tied with ribbon. 
In May, window boxes were placed on the roof garden, four six 
feet long and two four feet long. These were all filled attrac- 
tively with blooming plants and vines. At Easter time, each 
ward was given a pot of Easter lillies, and one was also given 
to Miss Swank, and then ito each patient was given a tulip. 
The tables in the doctors' dining room, also those in the nurses' 
dining room, were decorated with tulips. Through the summer, 
during the absence of the Chairman of the Flower Committee, 
Miss Mary Hedster and Miss Edith Clute very kindly took charge 
of the work in the wards during the month of June. During 
July and August, Miss Helen Leib and Miss Marion Leib took 
up the work, bringing each Saturday beautiful flowers with them, 
which were much enjoyed by the patients. Early in September, 
the Misses Leib senit: two rubber plants, one being put in the 
parlor and the other in the main hall, where they have been very 
much admired. At Christmas time, the Hospital was beauti- 
fully decorated with holly wreaths tied with red, and <they were 
hung at each window. AH the chandeliers and side lights were 
trimmed with holly and ground pine and red bells. There was a 
large tree trimmed and taken through the different wards, and 
then it was left in the Children's Ward. There were beautiful 
cards put under the pillow of each patient and given to the 
doctors and nurses, also to all the employees of the building. The 
nurses' sitting room, the dining room, and the doctors' dining 
room were all decorated with the wreaths and holly. Mrs. A. Wil- 
son N'orris kindly sent beautiful flowers, which were much en- 
joyed by the patients. She also sent toys at Christmas-time, 
which the little people enjoyed. Through the kindness of Mr. 
Gilbert Darlington the children at Christmas were given a large 
snowball made of cotton with strings from it, at the end of 
which the children found candy. Then there was a large brown 
paper turkey, which on being pulled apart was found to contain 
atfractive toys. It was a great surprise and afforded much pleas- 
ure to the children. 
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When .the Legislature convened in January, the HoBpital was 
again made beautiful by ithe superb flowers some of the Legisla- 
tors sent, and even now some of the plants are adorning the 
building. 

May this year and the seventh of the Flower Guild, be the 
most successful one we ever had.

The Subscribers, Citizens of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
have agreed to associate themselves for the purposes set forth in the 
following Articles, and are desirous of acquiring and enjoying the 
Powers and Immunities of a Corporation or body politic in law for 
the furtherance of such purposes. 

We do, therefore, hereby associate ourselves for the Objects and 
under the Articles, Conditions and Name specified in the following 
Articles : 

Article 1. — This Corporation shall be known by the Name of the 
"HARRISBURG HOSPITAL FOR THE RECEPTION AND CURE 
OF THE SICK AND INJURED," and shall have full power and 
authority to make, have and use a Common Seal, with such device and 
inscription as they may deem proper, and the same to break, alter and 
renew at their pleasure, and by the Name, Style and Title aforesaid, 
shall be able and capable in law to sue and be suedj plead and be im- 
pleaded, in any Court or Courts, before any Judge or Judges, Justice or 
Justices, in all manner of suits, complaints, pleas, causes, matters and 
demands whatsoever, and all and every matter or thing therein to do in 
as full and effectual a manner as any other person or persons, bodies 
politic and corporate within this Commonwealth, may or can do, and 
to make rules, by-laws and ordinances, and to do everything needful 
for the good government and support of the affairs of the said corpora- 
tion: Provided always. That the said By-Laws, Rules and Ordinances, 
or any of them, be not repugnant to the Constitution and Laws of the 
United States, to the Constitution and Laws of this Commonwealth, or 
to this charter, and shall be able and capable in law to take and receive, 
hold and enjoy all and all manner of lands, tenements, rents, annuities, 
franchises and hereditaments, and any manner and portion of goods 
and chattels, given, bequeathed or devised to them, to be employed and 
disposed of according to the objects, articles and conditions hereof, or ac- 
cording to the Articles and By-Laws of this Corporation, or according to 
the Will and Intention of the donors: Provided always. That the clear 
yearly income of the Real and Personal estate held by this Corporation 
shall not at any time exceed the sum of Twenty Thousand dollars, and 
the said Corporation shall have and enjoy all the rights, powers, privi- 
leges, franchises and immunities incident by law to a Corporation for 
the purpose of establishing, maintaining and managing a Hospital or Dis- 
pensary for the Reception, Cure and Medical or Surgical treatment of the 
Sick and Injured. 

Article II. — ^The object of this Corporation is to establish, main- 
tain and manage a Hospital and Dispensary in the City of Harris- 
burg, for the reception, cure and medical or surgical treatment of the 
sick and injured, and it shall have power to purchase land, erect or build 
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or rent buildings, and perform Buch other acts as may be necessary to 
this object. 

Abticlb III. — The Management of this Corporation shall be vested in 
a Board composed of twelve Managers and a Treasurer, to be elected by 
the Contributors on the first Monday in May of each year, to serve one 
year, and until others are chosen, i^ch Contributor who shall have paid 
the sum of thirty dollars or more to the foundation, endowment or main- 
tenance of said Hospital and Dispensary, shall be entitled to one vote at 
every such election. No loss or impediment to corporate powers shall 
take place by reason of any omission to elect at the time specified; but 
the same Managers shall continue to enjoy and exercise all the powers 
vested in them imtil an election shall duly be held on a succeeding anni- 
versary of the said day. 

Article IV. — ^The Board of Managers shall meet regularly on the last 
Monday of every month, seven of their number constituting a quorum; 
and at the first meeting after their election in May, shall elect from 
their own number a President and Secretary, and also such medical and 
other officers as may, in their judgment^ be required for their eflfective 
management of the Hospital and Dispensary. They shall have power to 
fill all vacancies in their own body which may be occasioned by death, 
resignation, removal from the coimty, or otherwise, and the persons by 
them chosen shall continue to be Managers until the next annual elec- 
tion. Nothing in this article shall be construed so as to prevent a re- 
election of the same Managers. 

Article V. — ^The Board of Managers shall have control and charge of 
the property, government, management, domestic economy, business and 
concerns of the Hospital and Dispensary, and shall have power to make 
all rules and regulations in their judgment necessary for the government, 
management and control of the Hospital and Dispensary, and of all per- 
sons employed in its service. 

Abtiguc VI. — ^At all elections of Managers the vote shall be taken by 
Ballot. The persons voted for who shall have the highest number of 
votes shall be declared elected, and a written return of each election shall 
be certified by the person or persons appointed to conduct such election 
to the Board of Managers, and entered upon their minutes. 

Abticlb VII. — ^It shall be lawful for this Corporation, as often as it 
may be desirous of improving, amending or altering this charter, to 
specify such desired improvement, alterations or amendments, and the 
same to exhibit and present to the Attorney General and the Supreme 
Court successively for their approval, and the same, when approved, 
certified and enrolled according to law, shall be taken to be a part of this 
charter to all intents and purposes as if the same had been originally 
made a part hereof.

UTOBS, MAY 31, 1873, AS AMENDED MAY 2, 1881. 



1. The Managers of the Hospital, for the time being, shall have the 
power of disposing of all moneys paid to the Treasurer for the building, 
furnishing, support, use and services of the Hospital, and for the renting 
and furnishing a house or houses for the reception of patients until a hos- 
pital shall be built. 

2. They shall likewise have the power to direct the manner and 
terms of receiving and discharging patients; and all officers and ser- 
vants belonging to the Hospital, other than the Treasurer, shall be ap- 
pointed by and be under the direction of t^e Managers, who shall allow 
and order their respective salaries, and may displace them and appoint 
others. 

3. The Managers shall have the power to call general meetings of the 
Contributors as often as they judge it necessary for the service and ad- 
vantage of the Hospital, and shall cause due and public notice to be 
given of the time, place, design, or purpose of such occasional meeting, 
at least ten days before the same is to be held, and shall nominate some 
discreet member to preside therein. 

4. They shall also settle the accounts with the Treasurer from time 
to time, and take care that all laws, rules and orders made by the Con- 
tributors be duly and faithfully executed, for all which, or any other ser- 
vices relating to the Hospital, they shall not claim, receive or retain any 
fee, gratuity, or reward whatsoever. 

5. The Managers shall meet at least once a month at the Hospital, or 
some other fit place in the City of Harrisburg, to confer and conclude 
concerning the matters hereby committed to them; and shall cause fair 
minutes of their proceedings to be kept by their Secretary, in a book to 
be provided for that purpose, and seven Managers shall form a quorimi 
for the transaction of business. 

6. That every Treasurer hereafter chosen shall, before entering on the 
duties of this office, enter into an obligation with one sufficient surety in 
double the value that may probably come into his hands; that he will 
once in three months or oftener, if required, render his accounts to the 
Managers of the Hospital, and well and truly account, adjust and settle 
with them, when required, for and concerning all moneys that shall come 
into his hands, belonging to the said Contributors, and pay the balance 
that shall appear on each settlement to be in his hands unto such person 
or for such service as the Managers for the time being shall order and 
appoint, and not otherwise; and that he will at the expiration of his 
office, well and truly deliver up and pay the balance of the money then 
remaining in his hands, together with the book of accounts concerning 
the same; and all other papers and writings in his keeping belonging to 
the Contributors, imto his successor in said office. 

7. That the place and hour of the election for Managers shall be ap- 
pointed by the Managers of the current year, and public notice thereof 
shall be given by the Secretary at least ten days previous thereto, in 
one newspaper in the city of Harrisburg, and the said Managers shall, 
and are hereby required and empowered to nominate three discreet mem- 
bers of the Corporation to inspect and judge of the said election^ and 
declare who are the persons elected and the Managers shall cause their 
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Secretary to enter in their book of minutes the names of the persons 
elected, according to the tickets. 

8. That before the Managers for the time being proceed to erect any 
building for the said Hospital, a plan of such proposed building, with 
the estimate of the expense, shall be prepared and laid before the general 
meeting of the Contributors for their consideration; and the approba- 
tion of the members present at any meeting shall be obtained before the 
same is carried into execution. 

9. That any individual, corporation, or manufacturing company, who 
shall contribute the sum of three hundred and sixty-five dollars, shall 
upon the payment of the same into the treasury, have the right to nomi- 
nate and send in one patient regularly to the Hospital during one year 
thereafter, subject to the regulations ordained in the By-Laws. 



BY-LAWS ADOPTED BY THE BOAED OF MAISTAGEES, 
AS AMEISTDED APRIL 26, 1909. 



Section I. — Stated Meetings of Managers. 

The stated meetings of the Board of Managers shall be held at the 
Hospital on the last Monday of each month, to assemble at two P. M. A 
special meeting shall be called at any time by the President, on the writ- 
ten request of four members of the Board. 

Section II. — ^Vice-President. 

The Board of Managers, at the first meeting after their election in 
May, shall elect from their own number a Vice-President, to serve in the 
temporary absence of the President, or in case of vacancy in the office. 

Section III. — Finance Committee. 

The President shall annually appoint two members, to act, in con- 
jimction with himself, as a Finance Committee, to assist the Treasurer 
in making investments, to devise means for the support of the Hospital, 
and to act as auditors of the Treasurer's accounts; and the Treasurer 
shall be ew-offiGio a member of the Committee. 

Section IV. — ^Treasurer. 

The Treasurer shall pay out money only on the order of the Attend- 
ing Managers, and shall keep a regular account of his receipts and dis- 
bursements, to be vouched for and laid before the Board once a month 
or oftener, if required by them. 

Section V. — ^Medical Committee. 

1. The President shall annually appoint two members of the Board to 
act, in conjunction with himself and the Dean of the Staflf ex-offwio, as 
a Medical Committee.

2. This Committee shall from time to time make visits to the Hos- 
pital, and it shall have general supervision of the Medical and Sanitary 
affairs of the institution. All questions as to the duties and respon- 
sibilities of any of the medical organizations shall be decided by the 
Medical Committee, subject to the approval of the Board. 

Section VI. — ^Attending Managers. 

1. A committee of two Managers, to be called the Attending Man- 
agers, shall be appointed monthly, whose duty it shall be generally to 
supervise the affairs of the Hospital ; and they shall have the sole power 
to admit and discharge patients. 

2. They shall attend at the Hospital on Wednesday and Saturday 
of every week, at 2 o'clock for the above purpose. , 

3. They shall keep regular minutes of the admissions and discharge 
of patients, and shall insert therein all orders given by them on the 
Treasurer for the expenditure of money. The minutes aforesaid and the 
records of the Hospital shall not be exhibited to anyone except in the 
presence of the Attending Managers. 

Section VII. — ^Poweb of Attending Managers. 

The Attending Managers on duty shall have the power of admitting 
poor or charity patients, subject to the by-laws and rules governing the 
admission of patients in the Hospital. The admission, in all cases, shall 
be by printed certificate of name, age, place of nativity, occupation, 
whether married or single, and of the disease, under the signature of the 
Doctor and Attending Managers admitting; in case, however, of sudden 
illness, when the approval of the Attending Managers cannot be readily 
obtained, such patients may be admitted temporarily after examination 
and approval by the Resident Physician, until regular action can be had. 
Whenever practicable, security will be required for the clothing for the 
patient, and for his or her removal when discharged. All admissions 
and discharges shall be registered in a book provided for this purpose. 

Section VIII. — House Committee. 

1. The President shall annually appoint three members of the Board 
to act in conjunction with the Attending Managers, as a House Com- 
mittee, whose duty it shall be to supervise the domestic affairs of the 
Hospital. 

They shall be empowered to formulate and adopt such rules and regu- 
lations as they may deem necessary, — ^not in conflict with the Charter 
and existing laws, — for the efficient, methodical and economical admin- 
istration of their department, subject to approval of the Board of Man- 
agers. 

2. They shall be authorized to add to their number three members of 
the Board of Managers of the Women's Aid Society of the Harrisburg 
Hospital to be designated by the President of the Society. 

Section IX. — Standing Committees. 

All standing committees, so far as practicable, shall keep minutes of 
their meetings and a record of their visits to the Hospital, and report 
monthly to the Board of Managers. 
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Action X. — ^Aoyisobt Boabd of Manaoebs. 

1. The Board of Managers shal elect annually, at the first regular 
meeting in May after their election, an Advisory Board of Managers to 
consist of not more than thirty members, of whom six may be members 
of the Women's Aid Society of the Hospital, who shall serve until their 
successors shall be elected. 

2. The Advisory Board shall meet with the Board of Managers on the 
first Monday in May of each year at 2 P. M., for the consideration of 
the Annual Reports to be submitted to Gontrioutors, and for consulta- 
tion upon any matters relating to the Hospital. 

3. The Secretary of the joint meeting of the Board of Managers and 
Advisory Board shall certify and report to the Board of Managers at 
their following meeting all resolutions adopted and referred to them by 
the Joint Board. 

4. The Board of Managers shall call special joint meetings of the 
Advisory Board and themselves, at the request of seven Managers, three 
days' notice of the time and place of said meeting to be given to the 
Managers and to the members of the Advisory Board by the Secretary 
of the Hospital Board. 

Section XI. — ^Admission and Dischabge of Patients. 

1. Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise injured, shall be re- 
ceived at all hours, subject to the approval of the Attending Managers 
at their next meeting after such admission, and to such other rules in 
the matter as the Board of Managers shall from time to time enact: 
Provided always ^ That the accident or injury happened in Pennsylvania, 
and the patient is brought to the Hospital within twenty-four hours after 
its occurrence. 

2. Pay patients may be admitted by the Attending Managers on the 
certificate of a Hospital Physician, at a rate to be &ced, from time to 
time, by the Board of Managers, and they shall give good securily for 
the payment of the same at the time of their admission. 

[The rate fixed by the Board of Managers, for pay patients in the 
wards, is $1.40 per diem.] 

3. The payment of less than the amount lixed by the Board of Man- 
agers shall not entitle anyone to be considered as a "pay patient;" but 
the contribution of such amount as the patient may be able to pay will 
be gladly accepted as a donation to the Hospital. 

4. Private rooms and other extra accommodations shall be the sub- 
ject of special charge, to be arranged for on admission of the patient to 
the Hospital. 

6. All patients shall be discharged as soon as they are cured, and 
such also whose cases, after a reasonable time of trial, shall be judged 
incurable, imder the direction of the Physician or Surgeon on duty and 
the Attending Managers. 

Section XII. — ^Who Shall Not Be Admitted. 

1. No person having any syphilitic, infectious, or contagious disease 
shall be admitted to this Hospital. 

2. No person shall be admitted into this institution whose case is ad- 
judged incurable: Provided, That patients nominated and sent in under 
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'Rale 9 of the Corporate Contributors, and pay patients affected with dis- 
ease and pronounced incurable, may be admitted if their cases are suscep- 
tible of temporary relief; but they shall not occupy beds to the exclusion 
of other patients. 

Section XIII. — ^EIlection of Staff. 

1. The Managers shall, at the first meeting after their election in the 
month of May, every year, choose by ballot two Doctors of Medicine to 
be Visiting Physicians,* four Doctors of Medicine to be Visiting Surgeons; 
and two Doctors of Medicine who shall have charge of the Eye, Ear, 
Nose and Throat Department in the Hospital. They shall, in the same 
manner, choose for the Out-Patient or Dispensary Department two Doc- 
tors of Medicine as Physicians, two Doctors of Medicine as Surgeons; 
and one Doctor of Medicine as Physician for the Eye Department of the 
Dispensary Department, and one Doctca- of Medicine as Assistant Phy- 
sician for said Eye Department; and two Doctors of Medicine as Phy- 
sicians, and one Doctor of Medicine as Assistant Physician, for the Ear, 
Nose and Throat Department of the Dispensary Department. 

2. They shall also designate one of the Physicians or Surgeons who 
shall be recognized as Dean of the Hospital Staff, and who shall act as 
a member, ex-officio, of the Medical Committee of the Board. 

3. They shall choose, at the same time, such other Practitioners of 
Medicine as may, from time to time, be found necessary for the proper 
administration of the Hospital and Dispensary. 

4. No Physician shall act as Manager during the term for which he 
is chosen to serve the Hospital in a professional capacity. 

Section XIV. — ^Physicians and Surgeons. 

1. The Medical Practitioners chosen to serve the Hospital shall be 
•classed with each other, and give their attendance at such seasons as 
shall be agreed upon by themselves and the Managers. 

2. The Physicians and Surgeons on duty shall visit the patients un- 
der their charge daily, or as often as their respective cases may require, 
for the faithful performance of their duties. 

3. Except in cases of emergency, major operations and house dress- 
ings shall not be done between the hours of 12 noon and 2 P. M. 

4. The Physicians and Surgeons shall have the power to establish 
rules for the regulation of their respective wards, to be framed and hung 
up therein, subject to the approval of the Managers. 

5. When the Attending Physicians and Surgeons shall deem it best, 
cases shall be transferred from the wards of the Hospital to the charge 
of the Out-Patient or Dispensary Department, and the Physicians and 
Surgeons of that branch of the Hospital practice shall be entirely re- 
sponsible for the future treatment of such cases; except that, in special 
cases, patients may remain under the care of the Physician or Surgeon 
who had charge of them in the wards. 

6. In case of inability of an Attending Medical or Surgical Officer to 
attend during any part of his term, he shall call upon some other mem- 
ber of the Hospital Staff to perform his duties during his absence. When 
the absence or inability to attend will exceed two days, the substitute so 
appointed shall be subject to the approval of the Attending Managers. 

7. The Physician and Surgeon on duty shall cause to be recorded all 
cases of practice and surgical operations in books provided for that pur- 
^se; shall also keep a record of every case in their charge, and (permis- 
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sion of the friends of the decedent being first obtained), make such 
autopsy as may be desired. They shall also have a general superintend* 
ence of the nurses, and shall promptly report to the Matron and Attend- 
ing Managers all instances of neglect of duty. 

8. It shall be the duty of the Physician or Surgeon on duty to write 
legibly the diagnosis of each case on the admission card suspended over 
the bed of the patient, as soon after admission as practicable. 

9. All professional services in the Hospital shall be gratuitous; and 
any Physician or Surgeon accepting an appointment upon the Staff shall 
thereby waive all claim for compensation in money, and perform his duty 
as a charity to the sick and disabled patients under his care, and for the 
advancement of medical and surgical science; except, that the private 
patients of any of the Physicians or Surgeons connected with the Hos- 
pital may be admitted into the Hospital as pay patients, occupying a 
private room, and a proper charge for professional services is not in such 
cases prohibited. But in no case where a patient occupies a bed in any 
of the wards shall any fee be charged except with the expressed approval 
of the Attending Managers. 

10. Each Surgeon and Physician on duty in any one of the depart- 
ments shall enter his name, with date and hour of each official visit, in 
a book kept for this purpose in the office. 

Section XV. — Eye, Ear, Nose and Throat Department. 

The Surgeons of the Eye, Ear, Nose and Throat Department, who may 
be elected from time to time, shall be governed in their practice by, and 
conform to, the laws, rules and regulations of the Hospital, in the same 
manner as the other Physicians and Surgeons. And it shall be their 
duty to keep a record of cases in detail, coming under their charge in like 
manner as case records are now kept by the Physicians and Surgeons of 
the institution. All entries therein shall be made in a fair and. legible 
handwriting. These Surgeons shall have alternate monthly charge of 
the Department, and each, during his proper months, shall visit the 
patients under his charge as often as may be necessary for the faithful 
performance of his duties. 

Section XVI. — Out-Patient or Dispensary Department. 

1. The Physicians and Surgeons in charge, for the time being, of the 
Dispensary, shall visit the Hospital daily, except Sunday, between such 
hours as the Medical Committee may prescribe. 

2. They shall have charge of, and prescribe for, all patients applying 
at the Out-Patient or Dispensary Department of the Hospital for relief ; 
and when any such case shall require or desire indoor treatment, they 
shall be referred to the Attending Physician or Surgeon on duty. 

3. They shall keep a regular record of the number of persons apply- 
ing for treatment and the character of their disease in a book provided 
for that purpose by the Medical Committee. 

4. No operations requiring the use of an anaesthetic shall be per- 
formed without a previous consultation with the Attending Surgeon, 
Visiting or Dispensary, on duty in the Hospital. 

6. The rules and regulations of the Board governing the Intern Medi- 
cal and Surgical Staff of the Hospital shall apply to the Physicians and 
Surgeons of the Out-Patient Department, as far as practicable. 
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Section XVII. — Opeelatuxq Room. 

1. The Matron j subject to the approval of the Medical Committee, 
shall appoint a competent person to have charge of the Surgical Operat- 
ing Room, instruments, apparatus and appliances connected therewith, 
who shall keep them in proper order under lock and key and who shall 
be accountable for the same. 

2. The person thus in charge of the room, instruments, apparatus and 
appliances, shall each month make and preserve an inventory of the in- 
struments; and no instnmient shall be loaned or taken from the Hos- 
pital. 

3. The keys to the instrument cases and closets shall be kept by the 
attendant in charge; and duplicate keys shall be held by the Matron, 
who, in conjunction with the Surgeon on duty, shall see that this section 
is strictly enforced. 

SscnoN XVIII. — Physicians and Subobons not Members op Staff. 

1. Reputable Physicians and Surgeons not members of the Hospital 
Staff, can, under the prescribed By-Laws and Rules of the Hospital, ap- 
ply for the admission of private pay patients, to occupy a private room, 
and to be admitted by approval of Attending Managers and upon such 
terms and conditions as said Attending Managers may prescribe. 

2. The Operating Room, instruments and appliances, in the event of 
being required for treatment of such private pay patients, shall be 
available; operations, however, to be performed by a Staff Physician or 
Surgeon in the presence of the Physicians in charge of said private or 
pay patient; and a reasonable charge shall be made for the supplies 
furnished. 

3. By invitation of the Staff or by permission of the Attending Man- 
agers, the operating room, instruments and appliances can be available 
for operations performed by Physicians and Surgeons other than Staff 
Physicians or Surgeons. 

4. Any difference that may arise in connection with this section, be- 
tween Staff Physicians and Physicians privileged to treat private pay 
patients in the Hospital, shall be referred to the Attending Managers 
for decision. 

Section XIX. — ^Resident Physicians. 

[Note. — By a standing order, the last Monday in May in each year 
is fixed as the time for the elecrtion of three Resident Physicians, to be 
classed as equal with each other. The duties of these Resident Phy- 
sicians as set forth in the By-Laws of the Hospital and such other 
duties as may hereafter be assigned, shall be assigned to each Resident 
Physician by the Staff of Physicians subject to the approval of the Board 
of Managers. Two of these Resident Physicians are to begin their year 
of service on July first, and the third, on September first.] 

1. Candidates for this office must furnish to the Board of Managers, 
in writing, testimonials of good moral character, and a certificate signed 
by at least two members of the Medical Staff of the Hospital, that they 
believe them competent. No one shall enter upon the duties of Resident 
Physician who is not a graduate of some regular School of Medicine. 

2. They shall reside at the Hospital, and shall be provided with a 
room, board, washing, fuel and lights in the institution free of expense. 
They shall not absent themselves therefrom without permission from the

Attending Managers, nor unless they shall have given previous notice to 
the Physicians and Surgeons in charge for the current month, who are 
hereby authorized and required to appoint a substitute during the ab- 
sence or sickness of said Residents, subject to the approval of the Attend- 
ing Managers; such appointment and approval in all cases to be at once 
entered on the minutes of the latter. 

3. They shall perform for the Physicians and Surgeons in charge of 
the several departments the cleriooU duties required of them by the sev- 
enth and eighth paragraphs of Section XIV., the first paragraph of Sec- 
tion XV., and the third paragraph of Section XVI. 

4. They shall accompany the Physician and Surgeon in their daily 
visits to patients, and shall regularly visit the patients under their 
charge through the day — ^at least every morning and evening, and as 
often as their respective cases may require. T^ey are to administer 
such medicines and such treatment as shall be required by the Physician 
and Surgeon in charge of ward and private room patients, and at, all 
times to regulate their practice in the Hospital entirely according to 
their orders. They shall render to the Physicians and Surgeons of the 
Dispensary Department such services and assistance as will not conflict 
with their regular duties in the Hospital. 

6. They shall perform no surgical operations except such as may be 
designated by the Physician and Surgeon in charge, and in all cases de- 
manding the immediate attention of either oi these, the Resident Phy- 
sician assigned to said Department shall without delay notify him. 

6. Upon receiving notice from the Attending Surgeon that a con- 
sultation is to be held or that an important surgical operation is to be 
performed, it shall be the duty of the Resident Physician of the Depart- 
ment to at once notify each member of the Hospital and Out-Patient De- 
partments so that they may be present to witness the operaion, if they 
so desire. 

7. The Resident Physician assigned to the Surgical Department shall 
render to the person in charge of the Operating Room any aid required 
in making and preserving an inventory of the instruments, to make' 
paragraph 2 of Section XVII., of the By-Laws eflfective. 

8. The Resident Physicians on duty shall render to the private 
patients of Physicians and Surgeons not members of the Hospital Staff, 
such services as may be required of them which do not conflict with their 
regular duties in the Hospital. 

9. All records required to be kept for this Hospital by the Resident 
Physicians, assigned to either the Surgical or Medical wards or private 
rooms or to the Surgical or Medical Dispensary, must be carefully writ- 
ten in a plain, legible hand, and in such a way as will effectually carry 
out the intention of the Managers. Carelessness in this matter, or negli- 
gence in any of the duties assigned, must be immediately reported by the 
Physician or Surgeon in charge to the Attending Managers, who may, if 
they see proper, suspend or discharge the inciunbents. 

10. A Resident Physician serving satisfactorily shall be entitled to 
a written testimonial from the Board of Managers. 

Section XX. — Steward and Matron. 

1. The Steward shall have the general care of the building, sub- 
ject to the direction of the attending Managers and the House Com- 
mittee. The fuel, furniture, food and stores of all kinds shall be pur-

chased by him, under the direction of the Attending Managers. He 
shall attend to the proper warming and ventilation of the house in 
winter. 

2. The Matron shall have particular supervision of the wards and 
buildings as to the cleanliness and the good order of the bedding and 
clothing used therein; and, subject to the direction of the Physicians, 
shall superintend the preparation and distribution of the food and diet 
of the patients. She shall hire all the nurses and domestics, at such 
rates as the Attending Managers and House Committee shall approve, 
and discharge them when she thinks proper. Sne shall have the general 
control of the domestics, and take care that the patients are well treated, 
and attended to by the nurses and that the nurses do their duty. 

3. In <»use of a vacancy in the position c^ Steward, the Matron ehall 
perform his duties. 

Section XXI. — ^Nurses and Servants. 

1. The nurses shall faithfully attend to the patients under their 
oharge, and obey implicitly the directioos oif the Attending Phy- 
sicians, Surgeons and Matron in regard to them, and shall see that 
they behave with propriety, and observe all the regulations of the 
institution, and report any irregularity or breach of rule to the 
Matron. 

2. Any nurse who shall refuse or neglect to follow the directions 
of the Attending Physicians, Surgeons or Matron, as above, or who 
shall be negligent or inattentive in his or her duties generally, shall 
be at once discharged by the Matron. 

3. None of the nurses or domestics employed in the Hospital shall 
absent themselves from their duties therein without having first 
obtained permission from the Matron. 

Section XXII. — Treatment or Patients. 

1. All patients brought to the Hospital, except those of Physicians 
and Surgeons not members of the Staff, shall be omder the exclusive 
surgical or medical treatment of the Medical Staff of this Hospital; 
and no other Physician shall be allowed to visit them except at the 
request and in the presence of the Surgeon or Physician in charge 
of the patient. 

2. The private pay patients of Physicians and Surgeons not mem- 
bers of the Staff shall from the time of their admission be xmder 
the exclusive charge of such Physicians and Surgeons; and they 
shall be entitled to all the conveniences of the Hospital, subject 
to the rules governing the same. (See, also, Section XVIII.) 

Section XXIII. — Conduct and Duties op Patients. 

1. The patients shall conduct themselves with decorum toward each 
other, the officers of the Hospital^ nurses and servants. They shall 
not smoke tobacco or play at any game of chance in the Hospital, 
on pain of immediate expulsion therefrom. 

2. No liquors, provisions or medicines of any kind shall be fur- 
nished to any of the patients by their friends, and no patient shall 
be permitted the use of any diet prepared in the house other than 
that which may be ordered by the proper officer. 
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3. No patient shall be allowed to leave the Hospital while under 
treatment, except by special permission of the Physician or Steward. 

4. Such charity patients as are able shall give assistance in nurs- 
ing or otherwise, when required to do so by a Physician, or Steward, 
or Matron. 

5. If any breach occurs in any of the above rules, the offender shall be 
liable to be discharged by the Attending Managers, or, in their absence, 
by the Steward, who will report to them. 

6. No reading in bed at night, either by patients or by any person 
connected with the establishment, shall be allowed. 

Section XXIV. — ^Visitohs. 

1. Visitors to a patient may be admitted every day from three to 
four o'clock P. M., except on Sunday. 

2. On entering the Hospital they shall apply to the Steward or 
Matron, and shall not ramble over the house or grounds, but shall 
immediately be directed to the apartment in which the patient may 
be, and after reasonable time they shall withdraw from the premises. 

3. No visitor shall lodge at the Hospital without permission of 
the Steward. 

Section XXV. — ^Tbaining School. 

1. The Harrisburg Hospital Training School for Nurses shall have 
charge of the matriculation, government, professional studies and 
graduation of student pupils. 

2. The Dean of the Staff of Physicians and Surgeons and the Matron 
shall act in conjunction with the Harrisburg Hospital Training School 
for Nurses in the administration of the Training School. 

Section XXVI. — ^Amendments. 

1. The By-Laws may be amended by the vote of a majority of the 
Board of Managers; the amendments to be proposed in writing at one 
meeting of the Board, and acted on at the next or subsequent meeting. 

2. Amendments to the Rules are to be proposed in writing at one 
meeting of the Contributors, and adopted at a subsequent meeting.
